I  find  not  other  reference  in  any  list  of  M.E. 
preachers  nor  can  I  at  present  find  any  additional  material 
on  his  life. 

Regarding  the  teacher  who  went  back  to  the  rebel 
colonies,  I  cannot  advise  you.   I  do  know,  however,  from  some 
letters  of  the  period  that  a  teacher  did  come  up  the  St. 
Lawrence  to  Ernesttown, and  I  do  not  know  whether  Lorenzo  Dow, 
who  did  cross  the  line  and  come  back  to  serve  in  Canada,  would 
fit  the  description. 

We  are  exceedingly  handicapped  in  not  having  original 
material  of  the  M.E.  Church  before  1828.   One  of  the  tasks  of 
the  Archives  Committee  will  be  to  locate  the  same.   My  own 
theory  is  that  it  might  be  in  Drew  Seminary,  Madison,  N.J., 
and  that  the  material  was  taken  across  the  border  during  the 
rivalry  over  jurisdiction  in  the  early  church.   This  is  only 
my  own  personal  opinion. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  any  time  and  be 
willing  to  call  on  you.   The  Rev.  Alan  J.  Terrial  of  Colborne, 
Ontario,  is  the  Bay  of  O^uinte  Conference  Archivist,  and  I  am 
sure  would  also  like  to  collaborate.

Bowen  Aylsworth  and  Hannah  Perry  Aylsworth- Pages  92-95. 
Bowen  Aylsworth  was  born  Feb.  27,  1778,  probably  in  the  town  of 
S«oback,  Rensalaer  Co.  N.Y. ,  and  was  10  years  of  age  when  his  par- 
ents settled  in  Canada.  He  was  married  Nov.  21,  1797  to  Hannah  Perry 
born  Aug.  3,  1781,  a  daughter  of  Robert  and  Jemima  Washburn  Perry,  IT. 
E.LT s  of  Ernesttown,  Lennox  and  Addington  Co.  Ontario.    They  settled 
on  a  farm  3  miles  north  of  Bath  where  they  lived  together  66  years,  his 
death  occurring  on  the  66th  anniversary  of  their  wedding  Nov.  21,  18  63. 
He  was  a  man  of  somewhat  abrupt  address,  wasting  few  words  in  empty  con- 
versation, but  of  great  equanimity  of  character,  contented,  prudent  and 
unostentatious,  hewing  square  to  the  line  of  settled  convictions.  His 
religious  character  was,  in  a  measure,   molded  and  stayed  by  the  piety 
of  his  excellent  wife.  Among  his  acqaaintances  he  was  referred  to  as 
a  model  of  industry,  economy  and  perseverance.  A  long  obituary  notice 
appeared  in  the  Christian  Guardian  of  Toronto,  Nov.30,18  64*  He  aided 
in  the  erection  of  Victoria  College,  contributed  to  its  endowment  and 
was  one  of  the  supporters  of  the  Temperance  movement  in  Canada. 
Bowen  and  Hannah  began  housekeeping  May,  1,  1798,  he  being  20  and  she 
16  years  of  age.  Her  father,  Robert  Perry,  who  entertained  somewhat 
aristocratic  ideas  was  displeased  with  the  marriage  for  a  time.  How© 
ever  a  few  years  later  he  placed  an  outfit  of  furniture  at  her  door. 
She  declined  the  gift,  but  no  doubt  esteemed  the  generous  overture  as 
an  indication  of  his  parental  approval  and  resumed  cheerfully  her  place 
in  his  affections. 

Robert  Perry  was  born  in  Rehoboth,  Mass.  1751  and  was  married  to 

Jemima  Washburn  of  Attleboro,  Mass,  in  March,  1772  and  settled  in  Rut- 

ers 
land,  Vt.,  in  September  of  the  same  year.  His  two  brothBDavid  and  ^eter 

adhered  to  the  Revolutionary  cause  while  Robert  was  loyal  to  Britain 

and  was  among  the  New  England  Royalists.

In  "The  History  of  the  M.S.  Church  in  Canada"  by 
Thomas  Webster,  1869,  there  is  much  material  on  M.S.  begin- 
nings not  obtainable  elsewhere.   He  has  reviewed  most  of  the 
literature  extant,  but  f~ils  to  mention  "Case  and  His  Cotem- 
pories"  which  is  very  volumunous  on  the  eighteenth  century 
period. 

Webster  gives  an  account  of  the  McCarty  incident  re- 
lated by  the  son  of  the  latter,  John  McCarty  of  Cobourg.   Page 
38  says  "At  the  time  McCarty  was  committed  to  prison,  Mr.  Robert 
Perry  remarked  'You  may  kill  McCarty,  but  a  hundred  will  rise 
up  at  his  burial'".   Page  36-7,  also  tells  that  "Neither  his 
wife  nor  his  kind  friend  named  Perry,  being  allowed  to  see  him". 
Line  21,  page  37,  says  that  McCarty  was  "preaching  in  the  house 
of  one  Robert  Perry,"  (at  the  time  of  his  arrest). 

Sanderson's  "First  Century  of  Methodism  in  Canada" 
volume  1,  page  27,  says  that  Robert  Perry  gave  bail  for  McCarty.

Cobourg  Senator  Had  Five  Wives! 


By    FRED.    WILLIAMS. 


Vaudrcuil,  Quebec,  is  not  the  only 
place  in  Canada  which  can  boast  of 
a  much-married  man.  Our  historic 
neighbor,  Cobourg,  qualifies  for  par- 
ticipation in  that  gallery.  A  Toronto 
lady,  whose  Summer  home  is  at  Co- 
bourg, writes  me:  "You  conclude 
your  article  'Canadian  Soldier  Had 
Six  Wives'  with  the  query,  'Is  there 
another  instance  in  Canadian  history 
of  a  man  who  married  six  times,  and 
buried  five  of  his  wives,  all  dead  from 
natural  causes?' 

"My  answer  is  that  just  as  the  New 
Brunswick  quadruplets  lost  out  by 
one  to  the  Callander  quintuplets, 
there  lost  out  by  that  same  elusive 
one  a  famous  old  Canadian  senator, 
the  late  Hon.  Ebenezer  Perry,  a  lead- 
ing citizen  of  Cobourg,  who  died 
about  60  years  ago,  who  had  five 
wives  and  buried  four  of  them;  all 
dead  from  natural  causes;  the  fifth 
surviving  wife  died  in  the  United 
States.  The  famous  old  senator  has 
living  in  Toronto  to-day  a  grand- 
daughter, Miss  Annie  Perry,  aged  97. 
a  daughter  of  the  senator's  son, 
George,  one  time  collector  of  customs 
at  Cobourg,  and  of  his  wife,  Made- 
laine  Macdonald,  daughter  of  that 
most  colorful  and  romantic  figure  of 
the  North  West  Company,  John  Mac- 
donald of  Garth. 

"Cobourg  is,  and  always  has  been. 


anxious  'to  keep  up  with  the  Joneses' 
and  if  any  remarkable  or  spectacular 
event  takes  place  anywhere  under  the 
sun,  Cobourg  nearly  always  can  pro- 
duce some  event  in  its  long  history 
equal  to,  nearly  equal  to  or  quite  sur- 
passing the  achievement  of  that 
other  place.  But,  alas!  even  Cobourg 
with  its  record  of  five  wives  of  one 
and  Quebec  with  six  sink  Into  obliv- 
ion when  compared  with  the  triumph- 
ant record  of  a  woman  in  Holland, 
living  near  Haarlem  (the  scene  of  the 
boy's  finger  in  the  dyke),  who  many 
vears  ago  was  the  proud  possessor  by 
easy  (or  uneasy)  stages  of  25  hus- 
bands! Such  a  monopoly  in  husbands 
has  since  been  forbidden  by  law  in 
Holland." 

The  Hon.  Ebenezer  Perry  died  in 
1376.  He  had  been  called  to  the  Sen- 
ate, February,  1871.  His  age  is  not 
stated  in  any  of  my  reference  books, 
b\it  he  arrived  at  Cobourg  In  1815, 
when  (as  he  remarkec],  at  the  ban- 
quet in  Peterboro  in  1854  to  celebrate 
the  first  railway  train  from  Cobourg)  \ 
"the  place  was  known  as  Hard 
Scrabble,  and  hard  scrabbling  enough 
it  was  too!" 

But  I  am  afraid  that  Cobourg  will  j] 
have  to  take  second  place  in  this 
matrimonial  multiplication,  for  I  am 
on  the  track  of  a  Toronto  man  who 
married  six  times  and  who,  I  am  told, 
rests  in  a  local  cemetery  with  his  six 
spouses  around  him  in  a  circle!

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Hay  Bay  Tragedy  Is  Recalled 
Old  Paper  Indicates  Cause

A  newspaper  has  been  discovered 
et  the  old  Hay  Bay  Church  which 
tells  the  story  erf  the  fatal  drownings 
which  took  place  near  there  in  1819 
and  indicates  that  the  -tragedy  was 
probably  caused  through  carelessness. 

Rev.  H.  B.  Herrington,  of  West- 
brook.,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the 
church  during  July  and  living  in  the 
church  cottage,  has  discovered  a  page 
from  a  Napanee  newspaper  dated 
December  29,  1882,  in  which  an  ex- 
planation of  the  multiple  fatality  ap- 
pears. It  is  in  the  form  of  a  letter 
sent  to  the  paper  as  a  result  of  the 
report  a  few  weeks  earlier  of  the 
death  of  the  last  survivor  of  the  ill- 
fatedi  journey,  which  resulted  in  10 
deaths. 

The  letter  indicates  that  the  boat 
carrying  the  group  was  overloaded 
and  in  poor  condition.  The  party  of 
18  set  out  from  the  north  shore  of 
Hay  Bay  to  cross  the  bay  for  servic- 
es. The  church  is  the  oldest  Methodist 
Church  in  Upper  Canada  and  is  now 
maintained1  as  an  historic  site.  Each 
summer  retired  ministers  occupy  the 
cottage  and'  show  visitors  the  church. 
Each  year  a  memorial  service  is  held. 
Rev.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herrington  were 
at  the  church  for  July. 

He  is  a.  former  pastor  of  New- 
burgh  United  Church,  and  is  known 
throughout  North  America  for  his 
hobby  of  mollusk  collecting  and  cat- 
aloguing. Mollusks  are  snails  and 
clams  and  others  of  that  species  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Herrington  has  been  praised 
for  his  work  in  this  regard  in  reduc- 
ing the  vast  number  of  confused  spe- 
cies and  for  his  publications  in  spe- 
cialized1 fields.  He  has  been  asked  to 
collect  samples  for  museums  all  over 
the  world  and  at  present  is  doing 
some  work  for  the  National  Museum 
of  Canada. 

Hay  Bay  Church  was  built  in  1792. 
When  it  ceased  to  be  used  for  reg- 
ular services  it  became  a  granary  for 
50  years  and  grain  was  shipped  from 
the  site.  It  was  re-opened  in  1912  as 
an  historic  site  and  its  affairs  are 
administered  by  a  -trustee  board.  Re- 
cently a  history  of  the  church  was 
written  by  Dr.  Arthur  G.  Reynolds, 
archivist  and  historian  of  the  Unit- 
ed Church  of  Canada  and  at  one  time 
minister  on  the  Adolphustown  Pas- 
toral Charge,  from  1922  to  1925.  In 
the  two  weeks  following  printing,  the 
book  sold  200  copies  at  35  cents  each, 
Rev.  Mr.  Herrington  reports. 

The  church  is  located  on  the  south 
shore  of  Hay  Bay,  20  miles  by  road 
from    Napanee. 

The  article  which  (Rev.  Mr.  Her- 
rington has  come  across,  in  the  Nap- 
anee   Express    of    1882,    is    as    follows: 

Mr.  George  S.  Johnson,  of  Belle- 
ville, gives  to  the  public  an  account 
of  the  terrible  calamity  which  oc- 
curred in  1819,  known  as  the  "Hay 
Bay  Disaster;'.  The  matter  is  brought 
prominently  before  the  people  by  the 
death  of  the  last  survivor,  Mr.  Con- 
rad  Cole,   of    North    Fredericksburgh, 


reported  in  the  Express  a  few  weeks 
ago.  In  the  long  ago  when  our  grand- 
fathers lived  the  settlements  were 
sparse,  neighbors  few,  and  for  miles 
around  the  settlements  were  intim- 
ately known,  and  most  of  them  had 
either  family  or  business1  relations. 
Anything  like  a  -disaster  was  an 
earthquake  in  the  whole  community, 
especially  when  the  victims  belonged 
to   the  best  families. 

The  circumstances  of  -the  dreadful 
catastrophe  are  as  follows,  says  Mr. 
Johnson : 

It  had  been  announced  far  and 
wide  that  the  great  Israel  Puffer, 
Presiding  Elder  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
Midland  District,  and  probably  one 
of  the  greatest  Biblical  scholars  of 
his  day,  was  to  hold  Quarterly  serv- 
ices on  the  28th  and  29th  of  August 
1819,  in  the  oldest  Methodist  Church 
situated  on  ithe  south  shore  of  Hay 
Bay. 

As  it  was  customary  in  those  days 
Methodists  closed  their  business  on 
Saturday  at  noon  when  Quarterly 
services  were  held,  and  with  boats, 
wagons,  on  horseback,  or  afoot,  made 
their  way  to  the  place  of  meeting. 
They  would  stop  with  friends  or  ac- 
quaintances over  night  and  until  the 
services  were  over.  On  the  Sabbath 
morning-  referred  to  18  persons  were 
gathered  on  the  north  side  of  Hay 
Bay,  all  'anxious  to  reach  the  church 
before  nine  o'clock,  for  Love  Feast. 
Among  the  number  were  the  late 
Conrad  Cole  (then  quite  a  lad),  his 
father,  his  mother,  his  sister  Mary 
and  my  father.  Some  said  the  two 
last  were  affianced,  but  erf  this  my 
father  never-  said  anything  definite. 
A  boat  was  procured  and  the  whole 
company  embarked.  Some  demurred 
to  the  conveyance,  but  they  finally 
agreed  to  proceed.  A  young  man  was 
given  a  tin  dish  to  bail  with,  as  the 
boat  leaked  badly.  The  company,  as 
was  customary  in  those  days,  engag- 
ed in  singing  the  old  Methodist  songs. 
It  was  thought  that  the  young  man 
with  the  bailing  dish  became  so  in- 
terested in  the  singing  that  before 
the  boat  was  half  way  over  he  drop- 
ped the  dish  overboard  and  it  went 
to   the  bottom. 

The  water  came  in  so  fast  that 
some  of  the  men  began  bailing  with 
their  caps.  This  created  a  confusion. 
The  women  began  <to  sway  from  side 
to  side  as  the  water  rushed  in.  My 
father  was  a  heavy  man  and  an  ex- 
pert swimmer,  so  he  proposed  to 
lighten  the  boat.  He  took  off  his  coat 
and  boots,  sprang  overboard  and 
started  for  the  shore.  Before  he  had 

proceeded  far  lie  heard  a.  fearful 
shriek,  and  looking  back  he  saw 
heads  and  hands  pointing  out  of  the 
water.  He,scaught  Miss  Cole  and  took 
her  to  they^aoat,  which  had  turned 
bottom  up,  awK-iplacedi  her  upon  it. 
He  then  swam-  |to  -  the  other  side, 
caught  another  young  lady  and  was 
taking  her  to  lock  hands  with  Miss 
Cole    across    the    boat    when    two    or 


three  persons  caught  him  with  a 
death  grip  and  drew  him  to  the  bot- 
tom, the  water  being  some  20  feet 
deep.  By  a  great  effort  he  releas- 
ed himself  from  their  grasp  and  came 
to  the  surface.  Miss  Cole  had  then 
disappeared!,  and  was  probably  drag- 
ged down  by  the  drowning  ones.  A 
few  were  trying  to  reach  the  shore. 
As  my  father  came  to  -the  surface 
young  Cole  cried  out,  "Joseph,  help 
me  or  I  will  drown"!  Though  some- 
what exhausted  my  father  swam  to 
him  and  helped  him  ashore. 

Looking  back  he  saw  Mr.  Cole  try- 
ing to  save  his  wife.  He  caught  a 
rail,  went  out  again  and  brought 
them  to  the  shore,  thus  saving  three 
out  of  the  four  Coles  in  the  boat. 
There  were  eight  saved  and  ten  lost. 
What  a  change  a  few  minutes  can 
make  in  our  feelings  and  destinies! 
No  happier  company  ever  started-  to 
cross  one  of  the  most  beautiful  piec- 
es of  water  in  Canada  than  the  com- 
pany that  embarked  in:  a  leaky  boat 
that  beautiful  Sabbath  morning.  In 
a  short  time  afterwards  ten  of  the 
number  lay  rigid  in  death  on  the 
shore,  while  fathers,  mothers,  sisters, 
brothers,  friends  and  neighbors  rent 
the  air  with  cries  and  lamentations, 
and  like  Rachel  of  old,  refused  to  be 
comforted. 

Instead  of  a  quarterly  service,  Rev. 
Mr.  Puffer,  next  day  conducted  one 
of  the  most  solemn  funerals  ever 
witnessed  in-  the  Bay  of  Quinte  reg- 
ion. His  text  —  Job  x!lx,  26  —  was 
the  foundation  for  a  grand  discourse. 

Most  of  the  bodies  were  laid  near 
the  old  meeting  house  and  some  were 
buried  elsewhere.  Almost  the  last 
place  I  drove  my  late  father  was  to 
visit  Conrad  Cole,  about  seven  years 
ago.  Some  four  or  five  weeks  ago, 
happening  in  the  neighborhood,  I 
called  on  Mr.  Cole.  He  was  then 
working  in  the  garden.  When  I  spoke 
to  him  he  did  not  at  first  recognize 
me,  but  when  he  did  he  grasped  my 
hand  and  said,  "I  am  glad  to  see  you, 
George".  He  led  me  to  his  pleasant 
home  and  as  we  rested1  he  exclaimed, 
"This  is  a  son  of  the  man  that  sav- 
ed my   life". 

Never  will  I  forget  my  last  visit 
with  "Uncle  Conrad".  Little  did  I 
think  when  taking  dinner  with  him 
and  his  kind  partner,  and  thinking 
over  the  past  that  it  would  be  our 
last  meeting  on  earth.  I  was  shocked 
to  hear  that  in  so  short  a  time  he 
had  gone.  The  Cole  family  were  a- 
mong  the  pioneers  of  our  country, 
and  settled   near   my   grandfather  a- 

bou't  the  beginning  cri  the  present  cen- 
tury. 

The  page  from  the  80-year-old 
newspaper  is  to  be  kept  permanently 
at  the  church,  Rev.  Mr.  Herrington 
says. 
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Cheese  Market 
Board  Increases 
Raw  Milk  Price 


The  Ontario  Cheese  Producers' 
Marketing  Board  has  increased  the 
price  it  is  paying  for  raw  milk  Ched- 
dar cheese  for  export  by  one  cent 
a  pound,  to  36  cents.  This  action, 
taken  on  the  Belleville  Exchange  last 
week,  has  the  effect  of  increasing  the 
price  to  domestic  buyers  by  a  similar 
amount,  since  they  must  meet  the 
Marketing  Board's  price  in  bidding 
for  cheese  on  the  exchange,  The  new 
price  for  cheese  should  allow  fac- 
tories to  pay  $3.00  or  more  per  hun- 
dredweight for  cheese  milk.  It  is 
hoped  the  price  increase  will  encourage 
greater  cheese  production  in  Ontario. 

The  production  of  cheese  in  Can- 
ada for  the  first  seven,  months  of 
this  year  has  decreased  approximat- 
ely 4  per  cent  and  the  Ontario  Cheese 
Producers  are  having  difficulty  in 
purchasing  enough  cheese  to  fill  ex- 
port orders  to  Great  Britain.  On  the 
other  hand,  at  'the  end  of  July,  Cream- 
ery butter  production  has  shown  an 
increase  of  approximately  4  per  cent 
as  compared  to  last  year,  indicating 
milk  has  been  diverted  from  cheese  to 
butter   so   far   during    1962.

for  July.  The  walls  of  houses  are  now  thoroly  heated,  so  that  is  probab- 
J-^ly  the  reason  we  arebreally  feeling  the  heat.  Again,  as  in  former  years 
the  side  front  poren  is  our  outdoor  living  and  diningroom.   "re  often  h 
have  our  evening  meal  in  the  back  yard.  The  folding  tray  tables  are  a 
welcome  convenience  in  serving,  during  the  winter  we  use  them  for  Sunday 
Night  suppers  before  the  open  fire. 

Any  heat  above  80  degrees  is  HOT  for  me,  whether  dry  or  moist,  ai  d  I  ac- 
complish little  or  nothing  •  Ocean  breezes  temper  the  heat  in  this  area 
but  in  the  interior  the  degrees  go  UP  as  far  as  130-the  official  figures 
are  lower-butrHiey  are  too  high  for  comfort.  The  low  humidity  is  one 
salvation.  W^en  we  read  about  the  high  heat  in  Kansas,  Missouri  ,  Oklak 
homa  and  other  places,  I  remarked  to  Marian  "If  Hell  is  as  HOT  as  this 
I  hope  I  will  not  be  sent  there"  She  said"You  have  not  planned  on  going 
there,  so  why  worry,?" 

August,  2, Since  writing  the  above  paragraph,  the  mercury  rose  to  95 

in  down  town  L.A.  (official ).  We  are  supposed  to  be  3  or  4  dx&gewws  cooler 
to  me  it  seemed  like  MOHE,  anyway  we  have  3qad  2  days  of  comfortably  warm 
weather, to  keep  us  good  natured  before  the  heat  is  turned  up  again. 

No  news  from  Bath  for  many  months,  except  a  letter  from  Luella  Lewis  tell- 
ing of  Hub's  passing.  Hub  and  Jimmie  gone,  leaves  me  the  only  octogen- 
arian of  that  generation,  unless  Amos  and  Lew  Purdy  are  mentioned. 
I  am  the  only  survivor  of  the  group  that  played  Hide  and  Go  Seek  before 
dark  on  summer  nights  in  our  section  of  the  village. 

I  hope  the  park  was  ready  for  use  this  yearr,  Now  IF     I  had  been  wise  -ene- 
enough  to  buy  back  the  Rogers  property  when  it  was  offered  to  me  at  a  -re^~ 
reasonable  price,  I  would  be  glad  to  offer  part  of  that  land  to  make  the 
park  larger,  but  what  of  the  intervening  land? 

Seems  to  me  Bath  has  been  a  victim  of  Negative  Thinking  for  about  100  yesB 
and  it  is  good  news  to  know  that  the  residents  are  about  to  awaken  to  the 
necessity  of  doing  some  Positive  Thinking  if  Bath  is  to  become  a  Center  of 
business  an?,  culture. 

Peter  Davy  has  been  accused  of  bein  g  the  cause  of  Bath1  s  setback,  when 
he  listened  to  John  Lasher  who  urged  him  to  boost  the  price  of  his  Ian  d

the  officials  of  the  Grand  Trunk  R.R.  needed  for  an  extension  of  the  road. 

rMy  grandfather  urged  him  to  give  them  the  land.  Peter  had  plenty  of  money 
but  it  was  a  case  of  Muoh  wanting  MORS.  Peter  listened  to  John  Lasher, 
set  his  price  too  high,  so  the  officials  went  to  Napanee  where  they  had 
better  treatment.    To-(gay  we  ask  ourselves  the  question  Why  didn't  the 
other  men  who  had  money,  unite  and  buy  the  land  from  Peter  Davy,  then  give 
[*K    it  to  the  grand  Trunk?  Few  of  the  Bath  settlers  were  civic-minded  and 

could  not  see  future  progress.  A  former  Bathite-not  living-told  me  about 
50  years  ago-"Your  grandfather  did  more  for  Bath  than  any  other  person, 
and  got  NO  thanks  for  his  efforts." 

All  that  is  past,  the  future  is  ahead,  plan  for  the  future  • 

Marian  and  I  were  in  two  antique  shops  in  Glendale  recently.  In  one  the 
articles  were  nicely  arranged,  high  price  marks  on  everything.  In  the 
other,  nothing  was  "marked  and  everything  was  DUSTY.  The  man  quoted  prices 
at  random,  out  of  proportion  to  their  value,  for  instance —  a  cut  glass 
vase  ,  height  12  inches  for  $12.50.  I've  seen  them  marked  $25.  We  have  one^, 
aid  a  golden  brown  glass  hat,  daisy  and  button  design  2§-  inches  in  height 
like  the  one  I  bought,  when  I  was  a  school  girl  in  Chicago  in  1886.

This  year  has  been  an  unusually  busy  one  for  us,  aid  the  end  is  not  yet 
A  2  story  apt  house  is  being  built  on  the  corner  lot  next  tp  ours 
which,  of  course  we  do  not  like.  The  restrictions  were  taken  off  this 
area  about  the  time  we  moved  here,  in  1923.  Several  times  I  tried  to  g 
interest  the  property  owners  in  having  them  restored,  but  they  were  too 
complaisant,  gave  flimsy  excuses.  Several  years  ago  an  attempt  was  made 
to  restore  them,  requiring  the  signatures  of  lOOfc   of  the  property  owners, 
All  signed  except  one-a  Jewish  person  across  the  street,  the  same  thing 
happened  in  ot'-.er  blocks,  so  the  matter  was  dropped.

His  mother  was  a 
very  fine  woman.  She  and  my  mother  were  close  friends 

Last  October  on  our  way  home  from  Santa  Barbara,  we  stop- 
ped at  Camarillo  to  see  the  ?urdyf s-Amos,  87,  whose  face 
is  as  smooth  as  a  baloon,  not  a  wrinkle  in  sight.  Lewis, 
90,  who  looks  like  a  60  year  young  when  wearing  a  hat 
was  recovering  from  an  operation.

He  re- 
turned to  his  home  in  the  city  but 
was  forced  to  again  return  to  the 
hospital.  A  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jas. 
Perry  he  was  a  native  of '  Napanee 
where  he  received  his  education. 

Many  years  of  his  life  were  spent 
on  boats  which  plied  the  Great  Lakes, 
and  generally  after  a  busy  season  he 
returned  to  Napanee  to  spend  the 
winter.  Of  recent  years  he  had  been 
unable  to  follow  marine  business.  He 
loved  to  travel  and  he  visited  prac- 
tically every  state  in  the  Union  as 
well  as  many  parts  of  Canada  and 
in  the  far  north.

Member  of  First  Class 
Attends  RMC  Opening 


Ottawa,  Sept.  12.— When  Minister 
of  National  Defense  Claxton  offi- 
cially opens  the  Tri-Service  Royal 
Military  College  at  Kingston  on 
Sept.  20,  the  oldest  ex-RMC  cadet 
present  at  the  ceremony  will  un- 
doubtedly be  Maj.-Gen.  .A.  Bowen 
Perry,  CMC 

The  88-year-old  general  is  the 
only  surviving  member  of  the  origi- 
nal class  of  18  who  attended  RMC 
in  1876,  when  the  college  first 
opened.  He  graduated  four  years 
later,  winner  of  the  Governor-Gen- 
eral's Gold  and  Silver  Medals  as 
the  most  proficient  cadet  of  his 
class. 

Gen.  Perx-y  was  born  in  Ontario 
on  Aug.  21,  1860. 

After    graduation    from    RMC    he 

was  appointed  lieutenant  in  the 
Royal  Engineers  and  served  m  Eng- 
land, retiring  the  following  years 
to  accept  a  position  on  the  staff 
of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada. 
In  1882  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Northwest  Mounted  Police  and  was 
promoted  to  superintendent  in  1886 
for   his   services   in    the   Northwest 


Rebellion.  In  the  ensuing  years 
Gen.  Perry  held  many  important 
posts  with  the  Mounties,  being  in 
command  of  detachments  in  Mac- 
leod,  Calgary,  Prince  Albert,  Re- 
gina,  and  in  British  Columbia. 

In  1897  he  commanded  a  detach- 
ment sent  to  England  for  Queen 
Victoria's  Diamond  Jubilee  celebra- 
tion, and  in  1911  was  in  command 
of  a  contingent  of  Mounties.  sent  to  j 
England  to  represent  the  force  for! 
the  coronation  of  King  George  V. 

In  1899,  during  the  Klondike  days, 
he  took  over  command  of  the 
Yukon  from  Superintendent  Sam 
Steel  of  Yukon  fame.  In  1900  Gen 
Perry  was  appointed  commissioner  \ 
of  the  force,  and  retained  ?hat  po- 
sition until  he  retired  in  April, 
1922,  with  the  rank  of  major-gen- 
eral. 

Gen.  Perry  resides  with  his  son- 
in-law  and  daughter.  Col.  (retired) 
and  Mrs.  G.  L.  Jennings,  26  Albert 
St.,  Ottawa.  Col.  Jennings  also  j 
served  with  the  RCMP,  retiring  as 
assistant  commissioner.  Another! 
son.  Brig.  Kenneth  Perry,  served  on 
the  staff  of  RMC.

After  Lengthy  Illness 

Mrs.  Sarah  Adeline  Templeton, 
widow  of  William  Templeton, 
founder  of  The  Napanee  Beaver, 
died  en  Sunday  February  4th,  after 
being  in  failing  health  for  the  past 
two  years. 

Since  the  death  of  her  husband 
in  1908,  Mrs.  Templeton  had  re- 
tained ownership  of  The  Napanee 
Beaver,  which  for  some  years  was 
managed  by  her  son,  the  late  Wil- 
liam A.  Templeton,  and  following 
his  death,  by  her  grandson,  William 
Templeton,  who  was  killed  in  World 
War  II. 

She  was  born  in  Napanee  and 
was  the  elder  daughter  of  the  late 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Benjamin 
Perry,  well-known  residents  of  the 
town  many  years  ago.

With  sparkling  eyes,  Miss  Annie 
M&rja  Perry,  100  years  old  yester- 
day, stooped  over  a  basket  fragrant 
with  100  crimson  roses  and  said: 
"Thank  you"  in  the  sign  language 
ot  the  deaf  and  dumb. 

Around  her  crowded  women  "of 
seventy,  eighty  and  ninety  years — 
her  friends  of  the  Julia  Greenshields' 
Home — showering  her  with  con- 
gratulations. One  hundred  pink 
candles  burned  brightly  on  the  two- 
tier  birthday  cake,  and  Miss  Perry 
deftly  cut  the  first  slice.  There  was 
laughter  among  the  guests  when 
Miss  Perry  nibbling  her  own  piece 
of  the  cake  discovered  a  five-cent 
piece. 

She  was  very  happy  on  this  her 
hundredth  birthday",  Miss  Perry  told 
The  Globe  and  Mail.  Her  pastor, 
Rev.  Alexander  MacGowan,  minis- 
ter of  the  Evangelical  Church  of 
the  Deaf,  Wellesley  Street,  acted  as 
interpreter.  Mrs.  Grey  Hamilton, 
President,  and  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Julia  H. 
Greenshields'  Home,  the  staff  and 
friends  from  out-of-town  shared  her 
happiness. 

Visiting  with  her  cousins,  Mrs. 
M.  E  Bliss,  past  82,  and  Miss  G. 
M.  Perry,  from  Peterborough,  Miss 
Perry  chatted,  in  sign  language,  of 


the  Perry  family,  pioneer  settlers  of 
Cobourg.  She  remembered  her 
grandfathers — Hon.  Ebenezer  Perry, 
M.P.,  and  John  Macdonald  of  Garth, 
and  her  father,  George  Perry,  Cus- 
toms  Officer   of   Cobourg. 

Warmly  she  greeted  old  friends 
who  came  all  the  way  from  Co- 
bourg, her  birthplace,  to  wish  her 
many  happy  returns.  Flowers  and 
gifts  filled  her  room  at  the  Julia 
Greenshields'  Home,  which  has  been 
her  residence  for  the  past  seventeen 
years. 

There  is^  much  to  enjoy  in  life 
even  when  you  reach  the  century 
mark,  Miss  Perry  declared.

Early  Settlers  of  Cobourg

The  Cobourg  Sentinel-Star,  Thursday, 
.Inly   2nd,    1025    :— 

Last  week  we  were  handed  the  fol- 
lowing reference  to  the  late  Eibenezer 
Perry,  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  Co- 
bourg; and  the  man  who  probably  buil; 
the 'rfirst  building  in  Cobourg,  on  the 
site  where  the  Hydro  Electric  Store 
now  is.  When  Cobourg  was  first 
formed  into  a  police  village  in  1837 
Mr.  Perry  was  chosen  as  the  first  pre- 
sident yf  the  board  of  police.  The 
notice  of  his  death  is  contained  in  an 
issue  .if  the  Cobourg  Star  in  May, 
1876,  and  part  of  the  notice,  in  refer- 
ence to  his  life,  is  reproduced  be- 
low   : — 

(Extract    from    The    Cobourg    Star, 
187G    ;  proprietor   Major  ■'Floyd) 

The  family  to  which  Mr.  Perry  be- 
longed was  and  is  one  of  the  best 
known  in  Canada.  His  parents  and 
other  relatives  were  United  Empire 
Loyalists,  who,  like  a  great  many 
others,  postponed  their  self-interest 
to.  their  loyalty  during  the.  Revolution- 
ary War,  and  at  its  close  were  forced 
to  seek  refuge  in  the  wilds  and  forests 
of  Canada.  The  Perry  family  settled 
near  the  site  of  the  present  town     of

Addington, 
where  the  late  'Senator  was  'born 
about  1788.  The  younger  members 
migrated  westward  and  located  them- 
selves at  different  points  ;  one  brother 
settled  at  Whitby,  which  took  its  for- 
mer name  of  Perry's  Corners  from 
him ;  the  other,  with  whom  we  have 
more  particularly  to  do  just  now, 
took  up  his  abode  in  the.  Newcastle 
district  and  became  one  of  the  found- 
ers of  the  town  of  Cobourg.  Mr. 
Perry's  settlement  there  took  place 
more,  than  half  a  century  ago,  and  as 
one  of  its  earliest  and  most  active  in- 
habitants he  was  from  the  first  to  last 
j§  closely  identified  with  its  growth  and 
O  the  development  of  the  district.  He 
commenced  life  as  a  merchant  and 
as  the  possessor  for  many  years  of 
a  very  extensive  business  'which  em- 
,  braced  milling  and  traffic  in  grain  and 
I  other  produce  as  well  as  storekeeping. 
He  was  one  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Cobourg  Harbor  Trust  from  the 
inception  of  that  Coropration  and  af- 
ter the  death  of  the  Hon.  Asa  Burn- 
m  he  became  chairman,  an  office 
which  he  confined  to  fill  till  his  death. 
In  early  life  Mr.  Perry  was  a  Liberal 
in  politics  and  adhered  to  the  'Reform 
Party  throughout  the  stormy  period 
which  preceded  the  rebellion  of  1837. 
He  was  a  supporter  of  the  Hincks  Ad- 
ministration and  when,  after  the  de- 
feat of  the  government,  a  coalition 
was  formed  between  its  members  and 
the  leaders  of  the  Conservative  Oppo- 
sition, Mr.  Perry  continued  fo  sup- 
port the  new  regime.  From  that  time 
forward  he  remained  a  member  of  the 
^  party  led  by  Mr.  John  A.  Maertonald 
£  to  whom,  after  the  disappearance  of 
Mr.  Hincks  from  Canadian  public 
life,  he  transferred  his  political  alleg- 
iance. His  services  to  the  party  were 
rewarded  in  1855  toy  a  nomination  to 
the  Legislative  Council  of  the  old 
Province,  of  Canada,  of  which  he  re- 
mained a  life  member  till  Confedera- 
tion. 
He 
left  severaPsons,  one  of  whom  is  Col 
lector  of  Customs  at  Cobourg,  while 
anOtSeTt  represented  West  Peterboro 
in  the  House  of  Commons  during  the 
first  Parliament  of  the  Dominion.  It 
falls  to  our  lot  this  week  to  chronicle 
the  death  of  one,  the  history  of  whose 
life  is  to  a  very  large  extent  the  his- 
tory .  of  the  town  of  Cobourg.  If  we 
were  to  sketch  fully  the  life  of  the 
Hon.  Ebenezer  Perry,  we  would  be 
giving  in  detail  the  principal  portion 
of  our  town  not  merely   since  it  was 


called  a  town  but  when  it  was  a  grow- 
ing village  and  still  further  and  more 
remotely  of  the  period  when  a  few 
struggling  cottages  emerged  from  the 
wilderness  where  our  town  now 
stands,  and  when  the  voice  of  the 
savage  Indian  warrior  was  more  fre- 
quently heard  than  the  more  agree- 
able sounds  which  indicated  the  ap- 
proach of  Christian  civilization.  And 
not  only  would  we  be  thus  chroncil- 
ing  the  gradual  growth  and  municipal 
history  of  our  town  but  we  would  al- 
so, in'  order  to  give  an  adequate 
sketch  of  his  life,  be  obliged  to  enter 
largely  into  the  earlier  and  later  po- 
litical struggles  of  our  country  with 
which  he  has  been  identified  and  in 
all  of  which  ho  has  taken  an  active 
part. 

The  Hon.   Ebenezer  Perry  was  born 
at  Ernestown,  Ontario...  on  the  2'.uh  of 
Sept  ember,   1788^He  was   the  son  of 
Robert    Perry. 'a    U.E.    Loyalist   from 
the   State  of  Vermont,   who   like     the 
rest  of  that  noble  band  of  truly  loyal 
men  preferred  exile  to  breaking  their 
bonds   of  fealty   to   the  King  of  Eng- 
land.    Mr   Robert   Perry   escaped  from 
Vermont,   A.D.    1777,   while  the  Revo- 
lutionary  War    was   still    in  progress. 
It  was  while  the  present  century  was 
yet  very  young,  and  the  deceased  also 
in  the  bloom  of  youth,  that  Mr.  Perry 
settled   in    what   is   now   the   town     of 
Cobourg  but  then  a  mere  hamlet.     He 
was  engaged  chiefly  in  mercantile  af- 
|  fairs.     The  large  mills  in  the  rear  of 
!  the  town  which  yet  bear  his  name  are 
a   memorial  of  his  enterprise  and   in- 
!  dustry.     He  was   long     the     foremost 
j  commercial  man  in  this  section  of  the 
!  country   and   many   farmers  in  Emily. 
Cavan."  Otonabee  and  other  places  are 
i  yet    living   who   recollect   selling  grain 
j  continually    to    him      and      purchasing 
j  goods   at    his    store   year     after     year 
'more   than   half  a   century  ago.       The 
|  late  Mr.   Perry  gave  the  land     for     a 
j  school   of   learning   on    which   the   first 
[Collegiate  was  built  and  which  should 
|  never  have  been  used  for  anything  but 
a    school,   but    which   was     sold     some 
[time  after  his  death  by  some  unknown 
:  persons.     (The  property  is  where  Mrs. 
i.Tanney    built    two    houses).       He   was 
j  early    called,    however,    to    fill   various 
I  public    stations;    was    sheriff     of     the 
i  united    counties     of     Northumberland 
jand   Durham   for  a   number  of  years: 
1  was  the  first  president  of  the  board  of 
'police  lor  the  town  of  Cobourg  before 
I  the   time    when    mayors   were   elected, 
j  When   the  board   of  commissioners   of 
I  the.  town  trust  was  first   instituted  he 
!was   appointed   a   member     and     filled 
;  that   post   for   seventeen   years,   having 
been  at  the  time  of  his  death  and  for 
'many   years  previous  chairman  of  the 
I  board.     In   the  year  1855  he   was   ap- 
j  pointed  a   life  member  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  of  Canada  and  held  that 
'dignified  and  honorable  position  up  to 
the  time  of  Confederation.     On  Febru- 
ary 2nd  in   the  year  1871  he  was  cal- 
led to  the  'Senate  and  was  in  the  dis- 
(harge   of  his   legislative   duties   up   to 
the  time,  a  few  weeks  since,  when  he 
was  seized  with   the   illness  which  oc- 
casioned  his  death.     He   was  removed 
from   Ottawa   to  his  home  in   Cobourg 
in   a   private  car  a   few   days  previous 
to  his  decease   and   it   was  quite  evi- 
dent   from   his   sinking    state   that    his 
'  hours  were  numbered,  and  he  expired 
peacefully    on    the   afternoon    of    Mon- 
day last,   the  first   day  of  the  present 
month,    when    he   was   a    few     months 
short  of  being  88  years  of  age.     The 
funeral  took  place  on  Wednesday  last, 
the  3rd  instant,  and  was  very  largely 
attended. 

The  Hon.  Ebenezer  Perry,  a  Senator 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  died  at 
Cobourg  the  first  day  of  May,  1876. 
aged  87  years,  7  months  and  2  days, 
and  was  buried  at  St.  Peter's  ceme- 
tery,  Cobourg,  May  3rd,  1876.
